G. Morgan, M. D., sw retarv 
of tlie department of pultlie health 
and charities, lmlianapolis,

i/ed milk law rc«|uiring henls to lu* 
tirhereulin tested. 
The law provides that milk offer­ 
ed fgor sale shall lu* pasteurized or 
that it shall <*onie lrom herds that 
have been tuberculin t«*st«*«l annual­ 


ly. 
Tlu* «-itv of Ruahville has an or- 
dinam*«* providing milk sohl in tlu* 
«■¡tv shall he from tuberculin tested 
herds, nml attention xvas «»ailed last 
week to the fact that m>t all <l«*al«*rs 
in milk were complying with the or- 
d ina nee, 
“ If von have not already worked 
out 
a plan for 
carrying 
out the 
test,” Dr. Morgan saya, 
“ I would 
advise that you do so in order that 
dairy intere-ts of your county will 
not be 
handicapped 
in marketing 
their milk supply."

their milk unless they can show that 
tln*ir cows have been given the tu ­ 
berculin test at least once annually.

clared war on ' the ''nixie," which 
in jtostolik-e parlance is a piece of 
mail so carelessly addressed 
and 


wrapped that it can neither be de- 
livered or returned to the sender. 


This is the object of Better Mail- 


ing week which is to 
be observed 


the first week in June. 


The one fact that the postal au- 


thorities hope to impress on evi-ry- 
oaie is that ''every man knows his 
own address if not that of his cor- 
respondent." The same applies 
to 


women. 


In other words, every individual 


can save money i'or the 
postollicc 


department by writing a return ad- 
dress on every piece of mail. 


The figures that the posioliice de- 


partment lias compiled are impres- 
sive: 
Twenty-one 
million 
letters 


could not be delivered last year due 
to insufficient address, no 
address 


at all or .some other deficiency. One

insufficiently addressed; that 200,'-

are 


careless in the matter of addressing. 


This is waste • that can be elimi- 


nated through cooperation of 
the 


people. Better Mailing week is used 
to concentrate attention on these 
facs. Practicing 'better mailing one 
week will notx overcome the trouble. 
It must become a habit to wrap par- 
cels securely, address all mail leg- 
ibly and correctly and put on a re- 
turn address. Until then, the dead 
letter office will conlinue to-be an 
institution,' and the taxpayers will 
continue to bear the burden of the 
needless 
expense 
that 
can 
be 


charged up to carelessness.
